\r, CLAPPISON (the secretary) read the notice convening the meet- 
ing, and the report, which appears in our advertising columns, was 


taken as read. é : : . 
The CHAIRMAN said that the commercial prosperity which now 
qrrounds affairs made their present position unusually encouraging, 
aud the directors hoped that the report and balance-sheet to June 30, 
now laid before them, would bear evidence that the half-year had 
not gone by without effort on their part, attended by marked im- 
ovement in the business of the bank. One could hardly look at public 
events without ¢ mgratulation. They had, moreover, the approach of 
gnaverage harvest, and toa bank like theirs this was of paramount importance. 
The bank was in a prosperous condition, and with the prosperity of such establish- 
ments as theirs must be to a great extent bound up that of all surrounding interests. 
Th .y would, however, return to their immediate business ; and he would make the 
qouparison of results (except in a very few cases) with those of the ha f year im- 
mediately preceding, that was to the end of the year 1871.

The average rate of dis- 
count had been two-thirds of a per cent. lower than in the preceding half-year, so 
that the increased profit realised was due to the use of additional capital. The 
branches of the bank were now 147 in number by theaddition of the Hammersmith 
praneh, and this h ud been engrafted on the bank under an arrangement which would 

ive them the command of all the best accounts of the district. A few of the ac- 
counts had before been kept at the Kensington branch, but they were very few, and 
they hoped that the Hammersmith branch would be a prosperous one. The share- 
holilers now numbered 2550, about 60 having been added since February last. The 
Holorn branch was opened in May, and had given general satisfaction. The 
Jdington branch was also in progress. They had other contracts before them, but 

jn the present agitated state of the building trade they thought it better to defer 
action, as they hoped to be enabled ina short time to obtain better terms. The 
interim dividend for the half-year is 10 per cent., and this, as he had told them, was 
owing to the increased uses of capital.

Then, turning to the other side of the account, they had 
ash in hand and at the Bank of England (for they always kept money there to 
meetemergencies) 2,342,490/., being an increase of 101,428/., and cashatcall3,017,184/., 
which Was an increase of 209,000/.. Their Government and guaranteed stocks stood 

at 1,503,119/., showing an increase of 123,130/., and the other stocks and securities 
was 114,373/., showing a small decrease of 10,470. Taking these four items together 
they would see that the increase was 423,000/., and that they had an aggregate fund 
of 7,000,000/. instantly available for the purposes of the bank. The discounted bills 
and advances to customers amounted to 11,274,270/., showing an increase of 332,416/. 
The interest paid to customers was 62,738/., showing 10,091/., and the salaries and 
other expenses, and income tax, hid been 112,831/. being an increase of 4906’. Of 
this part was in consequence of the addition of one new establishment, and the re- 
mainder was owing to the increase in the officers’ salaries. He would now turn to 
gnother subject entirely. Mr. Blyth, whose connection with the bank had been 
most advantageous to it, had retired. In 1856 Mr. Blyth, Mr. Nicol, and himself 
becrme members of the board; but a’ter Mr. Blyth’s long connection with com- 
mercial affairs, he felt that the time had arrived for enjoying that little rest which 
ail were looking forward to. He need say no moreconcerning Mr. Blyth’s value to 
the bank than that when he joined the board the deposits were 3,250,000/., whilst 
they were now between 19,000,000/. and 20,000,000/.

Mr. Blyth had recommended Mr. James Duncan Thomson as his successor, and 

that gentleman had been unanimously elected. They had someinteresting matters 

to attend to after the consideration of the report, the reception and adoptiou of 
whieh he would now formerly move. 

Mr. Nico seconded the resolution, which was put to the meeting and carried 
nnanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the proprietors would observe from the report that the 
directors considered the capital of the bank should be increased. This was not to 
add to the funds required to carry on the business of the bank, but it was felt that 
arewsonable proportion must be preserved between the capital and deposits.

11d., not estimating property forming large additional 
assets. The report of the directors was read, as follows :— 

The half-yearly accounts to June 30 exhibit a cash balance at the bankers of 
424/. 19s. 8d., with a reserve capital of 300 unissued shares. At the meeting held in 
January your directors were sanguine that before the present report the two great 
veins—the Merllyn and Gorsedd—would have been intersected, and it is with re- 
gret they have to announce that, owing to an unprecedented wet winter, and an un 
usually stormy summer, of which the shareholders must be fully cognisant, opera- 
tions have been unavoidably retarded. In driving the adit level the men have had 


to encounter heavy floods of water, which have reduced the progress of from 25 to 
30 yards per month toa third of that distance. The north shaft sinking, as an- 
nounced by the weekly reports, is complete, and a cross-cut extended to the Merllyn 
vein ; here also heavy floods frequently stopped the men, but the latest accounts are 
more favourable. Only about 20 yards are now required to reach the Gorsedd, and 
8 yards to intersect the Merllynlodes. When the former is met with the water will, 
it is fully expected, be released, thereby preventing any further hindrance, and en- 
abling workings at the sumps containing ore below the adit level to proceed, Not- 
withstanding the many interruptions that have occurred, the directors must remind 
their co-proprietors that in no way are the good prospects of this extensive mine 
clouded, and fully believe that it will not be long beforethey will have the pleasure 
to communicate to their co-shareholders the realisation of the expectations held out.

I shall 
push this end on with all speed, and look for an early discovery.—Hughes’ Shaft : 
We were strongly advised to start a shaft upon the back of the north and south 
vein, seen} from Gorsedd engine-pit. Its present depth is 21 yards, and a level 
extending from the bottom 5 yards. Judging from the present appearances of 
the ground [am daily expecting a good discovery, rich stones of lead ore being 
mixed up with a fine channel of ground. In conclusion, in no point have we been 
discouraged, simply delayed, which, thongh deeply to be regretted, is solely the 
result of causes beyond our control, and I repeat that we cannot be far from the 
realisation of hopes entertained as to the intrinsic worth of the property.” 

The CHarrMAN said that had it not been for the circumstances 
fully detailed in the reports just submitted the directors would have 
been able to place in the hands of the shareholdersa much more sa- 
tisfactory balance-sheet, showing the realisation of profits, instead 
of having to expend more capital than anticipated before remune- 
rative returns were made.

Sm,—I have received the following interesting details from Mr, 
Henry Sewell, which appear deserving of being made public through 
your valuahle Journal.

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MINING IN ANGLESEY. 
THE PANT-Y-GASEG COPPER MINES, NEAR AMLWCH., 


The above mines are about two miles north-west of Amlwch, in a 
locality proverbially favourable to mining. There are also visible 
indications that the Romans looked upon this spot as a depot of 
mineral wealth, stone hammers having been picked up in the im- 
mediate neighbourhood. The place, however, was left idle to 
within a few months ago, when Mr. J. M. Williams, assayer of the 
Mona Mine, fortunately for himself and to all concerned, succeeded 
in forming a company to explore this very promising copper mine ; 
and we are glad to learn that they have been carried out energetically and skilfully, 
and that the prospects are of such nature ae to induce the compiny to earry out 
their researches. The mine at present employs a choice body of men, ull picked 
hinds, from the immediate mining neighbourhood, and all are doing very well. 

On Wednesday evening last one of the chief promoters and proprietor (Mr. Hy. 
Gibson, London), kind!y invited the miners and their wives—and the few 
thit had no wives, their sweethearts—to a grand supper at the Bull’s Head Inn, 
whieh was sumptuonsly and handsomely arranged by Mrs. Jones for the occasion. 
In addition to the miners, there were also a few selected friends—Mr. C. B. Dyer, 
Pary’s Lodge; Mr. Evan Marquis, agent to the estate; Mr. and Mrs. Thomas, 
Porthwen ; Mr. Williams, Castell, and others. 

When the cloth was removed Mr. H. Gibson was unanimously voted to the 
chair, and Mr. J. M. Williams, assayer of the Mona Mine, to the vice-chair. 

The CHAIRMAN Very earnestly proposed, as the first toast, ‘The Queen and the 
Royal Family.” He felt assured the Welsh were very loyal people. (Hear, hear.) 
He hoped Her Gracious Majesty would live long to reign over her subjects, both at 
home and abroad. After expressing the above sentiments he remarked that he had 
come amongst them as a mining speculator, in great hopes of doing himself and 
his co-adventurers good, and others also. How it came about was a novelty ona 
small scale. He had known Mr. Williams, his agent, since he was a young man, 
about 18 years of age, in London. Heknew his ancestors, Their name (Williams) 
was and is now a household word in Cornwall, and in every other mining country, 
as mine proprietors, speculitors, and the miners’ friends. He knew kim (Mr. 
Williams) to be a miner in theory and practice. He had every hope the Pant-y 
Gaseg Mine would turn out successful. A stone weighing about 30 lbs., taken out 
in his presence that day, at the present shallow depth, containing about 40 per cent. 
of copper, was in itself encouraging to him. He did not wish to be thought ex- 
aggerating when saying that he had dined with some of the most noted men of the 
land; but he felt very comfortable amongst them—the miners: feltas one of them 
(hear, hear), took interest in their welfare, and wished to amalgamate his pros 
perity with their labour. (Applause.) Before sitting down he begged to propose 
“Success to the Pant-y-Gaseg Mining Works, coupling it with the name of Mr. H. 
Prichard, landlord of the soil.” 

After the toast had been very cordially received, Mr. J. M. WILLIAMs, the agent, 
proposed ‘‘ The health of Mr. Gibson.” In the course of his short but pathetic 
speech, he remarked that he had lost sight of Mr. Gibson for many years, but, 
having accidentally seen his name in a newspaper, he wrote to him about Pont-y- 
Gaseg Mine, being fully persuaded that it deserved attention, and that whatever 
Mr. Gibson took in hand would be carried out in a spirited manner. He knew 
Mr. Gibson would not let the mine remain undeveloped, therefore he had no 
doubt about the success of the undertaking. 

At this juncture Mr. Gibson entreated one of the company to sing a Welsh song 
which was heartily responded to by a very melodious siuger. 

Mr. C. B. Dyer next proposed “ The health of Mrs. Gibson,” and remarked that, 
although Mr. Gibson was proverbially kind and liberal to all who came in contact 
with him, yet he felt certain that she also had manifested the same good and 
amiable qualities in Amlwch, and hoped she would be able to come down next 
time. (Hear and cheers.)—Several other toasts were drunk enthusiastically. 

The CHAIRMAN, at the close of the meeting, gave some very good advice, in a 
lucid manner, to the miners. He remarked that there were placards posted in- 
viting miners and others to Canada. He had been round the globe three times: 
had been to Australia, California, the United States, and Canada. He believed 
many could better themselves by emigrating to California, the States, and per- 
haps Australia; but for Canada he would say, “Stay at home ;” the climate being 
such as to undermine the health of the most robust Englishman or Welshman. 
The fact of the papers praising the same was not certain proof of its being so. 

Before separating, he would also propose the health of Mr. T. F. Evans, Mona 
Lodge. His health was very well received. He had found in Mr. Ev ins, a gentle- 
man in every sense of the word. He could not forget, also, Capt. Dyer, Capt. Mitchell 
(Parys Mine), and Capt. Trevethick. He hoped they would all get what he wished 
them health and prosperity. 

In justice to Mrs. Jones, of the Bull’s Head, we must say that the supper was 
excellent, and reflected great praise for arrangements, &c. The better halves of 
the miners prevailed to return thanks to Mr. Gibson andMr. Williams—the men 
obediently assenting. The meeting terminated shortly after 11 o'clock. 

















EmMa-ILtLinots InJuncTION Surr.—The hearing in this case came 
up hefore Judge McKean at the Liberal Institute yesterday morning, at half past 
nine, pursuant to announcement. The defendants, the Illinois Tunnel Company, 
moved for a continuance until Thursday or Wednesday of next week, in order to 
allow necessary time to examine a large number of affidavits just served by the | 
plintiffs. They claimed that this was an attempt to overwhelm the defenee with 
affidavits which they had had but 10 or 12 hours to examine, and some of which 
they had not examined at all, as they were served that morning. There were some 
17 of these affidavits. The plaintiffs made no particular objection toa continuance

ABERDAUNANT.—H. Francis, Aug. 1: I beg to state that the stopes on the 
north side and back of No. 2 adit, 26 fms. east of winze, have much fallen off in 
their yield of ore since my last.

[rov.—There is not the slightest falling off in the activity or in 
the prosperity of the iron trade. Notwithstanding the unprece- 
dentedly high prices which have been attained within so very short 
a period, from which it might be argued that so rapid a rise would 
probably be succeeded by as rapid and decided a reaction, exactly 
the contrary is for the present observable. The iron market is con- 
soli Liting, existing high prices are becoming acknowledged to be in truth indica- 
tive of arelieal and, to some extent, a permanent change in the value of this 
moti. Indeed, it wouldappear that the summit in the ascending scale has not 
yet boon reached; nor can it be reached until the high price checks the demantl, or 
in abumlant supply of labour, or the equivalent of labour, improved machinery 
and material, restores the balance between supply and demand. The present posi 
tion of the trade is distinetly such as to stimulate the brains of energetic, practical, 
sclontiie, amd business men, that something may be done to lessen the pressure 
upon manufictarors, by making them more independent of those frequently re 
curring contiawoneies which throw them so much at the merey of circumstances 
over which Uev ean exercise no control; and in these days of progress there are 
not wanting very many such, who are sure to come sooner or later to the rescue. 
Danks 4 paddling machine appeirs to be a move inthe right direction ; but it is 
nov Dominga question in the minds of many practical men whether any neces- 
sity exists for paddling at all. The propounding of such a doctrine sounds very 
mit like rank heresy in the ears of many who have been brought up in the old 
rehoo!; but there are eninently times in which old-established fashions and in 
stitutions are. compelled to secede before innovations which stern necessity demands. 
If it can be shown—we do not say thit it con—that unpuddled iron of certain 
as ductile and possesses all the valuable properties which puddled iron 
possesses, and an abundant supply of such iron can be obtained, then it would 
nope that puddling is an unnecessary process, and that it will not be long con 
tinued. Again, if machinery for hewing coal can be worked at a less outlay, ant 
with more effect, than is the result of manual labour, there is little doubt but 
tf it to some extent covlowners will be less dependent upon pitmen, and the iron 
t ide will receive a corresponding benefit. It may not, perhaps, be very long 
before such revolutions as have been indicated shul exercise a material influence 
punt supplies and upon prices. Meanwhile, large quantities of Spanish ore are 
being imported into this country, and Ireland is preparing to furnish a more 
important contingent than heretofore, and Wales and Cornwall, and many other 
parts of the United Kingdom, are pushing forward in the same direction; and 
there is good reason that every nerve should be strained to meet the pressing 
need, for the demand for all kinds of iron is bona file; it has been of long con- 
tinuanee, it has not yet been supplied, and it is likely to increase. 

The Welsh ironmasters show great indisposition to commit themselves to further 
engagements; indeed, there are some who are now lamenting the readiness with 
which they filled their books at prices which, under the altered condition of trade, 
leave but a small margin of protit, if any profit at all. There are orders not yet 
completed booked at 8/. per ton, the present prices which such would command 
being from 3. to 4. higher, It is reported that there are as many enquiries in 
Bouth Wales for bars and railway iron as would furnish employment for a year; 
and such is the inereasing demand, not only for these descriptions, but for all kinds 
of iron, that notwithstanding the introduction of grelediell Ungeereneste in ma- 
chinery, and the extra supplies of foreign ore, it is generaily supposed that exist- 
ing high prices will rule for a year at least from this time. Contracts for coal at 
higher rates than those now quoted have been passed for delivery twelve months’ 
hence. The quantity of iron manufactured during the last week or two has been 
comparatively small, and this will probably continue to be the case so long as the 
excessive heat of the weather prevails; and another cause of the short output, 
which will continue for some time to come, is the shortness of supply of raw ma- 
terial, The bulk of the work on hand and in prospect is in railway iron for America 
@ 1d the Continent. 

The extraordinary rise of pig-iron in the Glasgow market during last week has 

affected quotations in the North of England, and home buyers are proving shyat 
the advanced rates now quoted; so that business on home account is for the 
moment somewhat restricted, The demand for iron is, however, so imperative, 
that slackness on account of high prices cannot last long; business may be re- 
restricted, owing to the impossibility of complying with orders ; 112s. 6d. has been 
pid for No. 3 pig, and 115s, has been asked. On continental account, the thigh 
prices seem not to have exercised any deterring influence, the demand continuing 
greater than the power of meeting it. Contracts for pig-iron for delivery next 
your have been made on apparently favourable terms for the buyer, from 100s. to 
102s. 61. per ton. Railway and bar-iron are in request. Plates and other iron used 
in shipbuilding are not in the same demand as’they were some time back ; but this 
department is not slack, owing to the contracts still on hand. As the year ad- 
vances, and old orders are worked off, there may probably be less doing in this 
qranch. The puddling-machine, by Danks, has been the subject of enquiry by a 
deputation from the ironmasters of France and Belgium ; and the wages question 
has passed into anew phase —the sliding seule, fixed upon a year or more ago, beiffe 
abandoned for a time, and an advance in wages equivalent to 20 per cent., taking 
into consideration that accorded a short time back agreed upon.

Iron TRADE—(Griffiths’s Weekly Report).—The deliveries of 
iron on the Thames have fallen off very much this week. This remark applies 
more to North and South Staffordshire and Shropshire brands, and the falling off 
is, no doubt, mainly owing to the scarcity of puddled bars in these districts, 
brought about by the intolerable hot weather which prevailed during the whole of 
last week, which prevented, in a greater or lesser degree, puddling at all the 
forges. Weare glad to be able to report that the puddlers and millmen are free 
from strikes or any other difficulties affecting wages either in Staffordshire or 
Shropshire. The wages question is likewise satisfactorily arranged with the iron-- 
workers in the Middlesborough district, and it is to be hoped that we may be able 
to report a termination of the disagreement between the masters and miners here 
in another week. Our market has now assumed a more settled aspect, 16/. per 
ton being the price for Staffordshire bars made by the leading houses. We cannot 
say that a large business has been done in bars. The Staffordshire makers refuse 
to book large contracts for burs while the colliers are so unsettled, or remain, as 
may be truly stated, in a chronic state of strike. Sheet iron of all kinds con- 
tinues searce in the market, and fabulously high prices are continually offered for 
singles, 20 w. g., easy and doubles, and latten. The demand for wire rods is un- 
abated, taxing the capabilities of the Shropshire mills to the utmost extent. 
The Snedsill make is particularly in request. Nail-rods, angles, and 'T iron are 
eagerly sought after, and the demand for boiler-plates continues good on this 
market. Ship plates and boat-plates are less active than they were a month since. 
The superior kinds of iron, mate at Lowmoor and Bowling, continue in good re 
quest, and the advanced seale of prices published a month since for these famous 
brands is willingly paid by the railway companies, engine-shops, and machinists, 
who usually consume this ivon in all parts of the world. Several contracts for 
rails on American account have been entered into this week, price 11/. 10s. We 
have not heard of anything of mignttude on Russian account. There are large 
buyers in the market for the norihern states of Europe and our colonies. Pig- 
iron maintains its ground in Mid:eshorough, Staffordshire, Shropshire, and the 
Clyde; the price of Earl Granville’s is @/. per ton.

As Mr. Fairlie has been careful to give Mr. Seymour's statements 
before proceeding to answer them, he cannot be accused of attempt- 
ing to take any unfair advantage of his adversary. He has said all 
that can be said in favour of narrow-gauge lines—the value of which 
for sparsely populated districts, or those in which but a limited 
amount of traffic has to be provided for, cannot be questioned; and 
he has brought together a vast quantity of interesting information, 
The volume, moreover, is well-illustrated, and is altogether worthy 
of high commendation. 





SCIENCE AND COMMERCE—THEIR INFLUENCE ON OUR 
MANUFACTURES, 

Upon subjects such as would be embraced in the above title it 
would, perhaps, be difficult to find a more competent writer than 
Mr. P. L, Statonps, and in the present volume* he has certainly 
spared no pains to give the public the fullest benefit of his expe- 
rience. The introductory chapter upon the Obligations of Commerce 
to Science, and the Vegetable Products imported, is particularly in- 
teresting. The products, he remarks, of the mine, the factory, and 
the farm are concentrated in the warehouses of ourdocks. ‘The corn 
fields of America and Europe, the rice fields of Asia, the sugar-cane 
pieces of the East and West Indies, the coffee plantations and the 
spice groves of the Tropics, the fleeces of the sheep of Africa, Aus- 
tralia, and South America, of the alpaca of the Andes, and the goat 
of Cashmere, the gold of America and Australia, the iron of Sweden and the Black 
Forest, the copper of America and Australia, the ship, the ironworks, the engine- 
makers’ workshop, the bazaar, the exchange, the market—all these, and many 
more multifarious forms of industry und commerce are represented in our import 
and export trade returns. 

_The style in which Mr. Simmonds communieates his facts is very attractive, 
Nothing, he says, is now-a-days permitted to run to waste. Science his taught us 
to collect and employ to profit every deseription of refuse—bones for pulverising 
and turning into manure; the refuse of our gasworks for ammonit; the sewerage 
of our cities for manure; our old rags for paper and new clothes, and the most 
beautiful fubrie for our rooms. Indeed, there is a church near Bergen, Norway, 
capable of holding 1000 persons, made entirely out of old rags. The relievos out- 
side, and the statues within, the roof, the ceiling, the Corinthian capitals, are all of 
papier mache, rendered waterproof by saturation with vitriol, lime water, whey, 
and white of egg. Again, he remarks, quoting from the 7imes, that habit has £0 
familiarised us with the marvellous triumphs of physical science, that we have 
ceased to feel or express astonishment at results which not so many years ago 
would have been dismissed from the consideration of rational man as the visions of 
a fantastic imagination. To run a railway train over the surface of a country at 
the rate of a mile a minute, to cross the Atlantic ina steam-ship in eight or nine 
days, to communicate with any of the principal towns of Europe in less time than 
is required to put the words upon paper, and other results of the like nature, have 
become so completely part of our daily life that we have ceased to regard them as 
extraordinary. That which is really worthy of note is the rate ef progression at 
which discoveries are made. One miracle seems to beget another. It is Wheat- 
stone and the electric telegraph one year—it is the Crystal Palace the next. One 
day we have the monster steamship; another, Bessemer's discoveries in the method 
of working iron. This comes of living in a scientilie age. We are as yet but 
stumbling at the threshold of the cavern in which the secrets of nature have lain 
hidden for so many years. 

Such extracts as these might be continued almost indefinitely, but 
these will suffice to show the very readable character of the book, 
which is entitled to very extensive patronage, as it will prove equally 
valuable as a work of reference or to be read purely for amusement,

——— 
TIE STORMS, AND THE COLLIERIES. 


It would be strange, whilst so large a portion of the country is 
affected by a series of storms which for intensity and destructiveness 
make the summer of this year remarkable in respect of the copious- 
ness of its rainfall—it would be strange if, under these circum- 
stances, our collieries should be exempt from theinconvenience and 
the loss that so many other industries have had toendure. Accounts 
reach us from different quarters testifying to the unpleasant conse- 
quences that have resulted at our collieries. In almost every dis- 
trict pumping is being maintained with great vigour to enable pits 
that are lying in the drainage courses to be kept workable, whilst 
the Agnes Main, the New Winnings, the Smithy Bridge, and other 
collieries about South Yorkshire, are so inundated that work is 
stopped. At the Smithy Colliery the water in some places is 6 ft. 
deep, and the horses have had to be removed from the stables to the 
rise side of the pit, and communication with them kept up, with no 
little ingenuity and some hazard, by means of the pumping-shaft. 
The Silkstone seam of the Nunnery Colliery has been flooded to the 
depth of 12 ft.; and relays of men have had to be kept on pumping 
day and night, and with so much success that 3000 gallons have been 
drawn up per minute. We trust it will have been found that the 
water has not seriously damaged the brick arch at the bottom of 
the shaft. 

Quite remarkable, and calling for especial record, was the con- 
dition of things that followed upon the river Douglas, that flows 
through the heart of Wigan, having overflowed its banks. Nothing 

ike it has occurred for a quarter of a century. The records of 
Mining disasters of about that distance back testify toa serious loss 
of life in the collieries of the Ince Hall Coal and Cannel Company, re- 
sulting from similar storms. Happily we have no such issues at 
the collieries this year, however fatal the storms may have proved 
out of our collieries. The coal seams about Wigan were known and 
were worked by the early miners, who when they went down as 
far as their appliances would permit filled up the shafts. In later 
operations the Ince Hall Company got into the old workings that 
the old men had reached by these shafts. After a heavy flood, about 
25 years ago, the Douglas burst its bounds, and the water, rushing 
through the rubble with which the ancient shafts had been filled, 
poured into the modern workings, with so little notice and so rapidly 
that the colliers at work were surprised, and several of them, quite 
unable to escape, fell. After the flood the old shafts were bricked 
up, and a substantial wall raised around them on the surface. When, 
a few days ago, the flood again came on, and water was rushing 
from the river's bounds, it was found that this wall had been broken 
through, and that the water was again pouring through the shafts. 


With all dispatch the men below were called off, a barricade erected 
a short distance from the brickwork, and the intermediate space 
puddled. This had some effect for a time, but there came a further 
copious downpour, with further onrushing of the misdirected stream, 
and it was deemed expedient to attempt to effectually stop that 
shaft through which most danger was threatened. Operations were 
at once commenced under the direction of Mr. G1 LROY, the Chairman 
of the South Lancashire Coal Association, and manager of the Ince 
Hall Coal Company. Mr. Grrroy received speedy and efficient help 
from a large staff of workmen, with apparatus and materials all 
promptly contributed by Messrs. PEARSON and KNOWLES, Messrs. 
CrompTon and SHAwcross, Mr. RALPH Rimm ER, and others, whose 
pits, as well as those of the Ince Hall Company, were in imminent 
danger. The discovery of danger was so timely, and the measures 
taken to meet the difficulty so vigorous, that no very great amount 
of damage has been done, . 

_ This further exemplification of the danger to which the property 
is exposed on the occasion of a great storm will, however, it may 
well be my sn lead to steps being taken that will securely protect 
it in the future. Those who so well combined to meet a present 
may fairly be supposed to be ready to co-operate in preparing for a 
future danger. Too much watchfulness cannot be given to the pro- 
bability of accidents by water flowing into collieries that chance to 
be in the vicinity of brook courses. While this was being written 
actions were being tried at the Staffordshire Assizes, arising out of 
water getting into mines, chiefly from such streams; and heavy 
claims were likewise being made on account of water that also 
during the storm of a few days back, got into pits in the same 


that our present happy immunity may continue till the danger 
which seems still to thr aten is overpast that we have drawn atten- 
tion to the subject. 








COAL-GETTING MACHINERY. 


Complaints are now pretty general in our colliery districts that 
the increased wages given to miners of late have led to a consider- 
able decrease in the out-put of coal. Such being the ease, it appears 
rather surprising that some effort has not been made by such a very 
influential body as the colliery proprietors undoubtedly are to re- 
medy the evil by trying what could be done towards introducing 
machinery into their pits for getting coal, in addition to the ordi- 
nary hand-labour. In the present flourishing but abnormal state of 
the trade, when the demand for every description of coal, from 
smudge to the best steam qualities, is so far in advance of the means 
of supply, and when prices and profits are alike so very high, surely 
no better time could be found for testing the capabilities of some 
of the machines, which have cost years of labour and vast sums of 
money in perfecting, in the expectation that the owners of mines 
would be only too glad to adopt them, if they were found to work 
satisfactorily, economically, and effect a saving of human life, as 
well as human labour of the most exhaustive description. 

The history of coal-cutting machines dates back but a few years, 
but the improvements made in them have been very rapid indeed. 
Some of the machines at first were worked by hydraulic means, but 
that system has now been altogether discarded, compressed air hay- 
ing been proved to have many advantages in a mine independent of 
its motive-power. Although several attempts were made, a consi- 
siderable time since, to introduce machinery for getting coal, it is 
only within the last 10 or 12 years that any great progress has been 
made by inventors in perfecting mechanism to such an extent as to 
leave not the slightest doubt that coal can be worked more advan- 
tageously by mechanical appliances than by hand. The inventors, 
however, have not met with any very great encouragement, so that 
those who haye persisted in effecting improvements, detecting de- 
fects and remedying them, have had to toil on without the support 
or sympathy of those who would be most benefitted by the success- 
ful issue of their wearying labours. It is true that a few years since, 
owing to some dispute with the men in South Yorkshire, the coal- 
owners subscribed a considerable sum for putting down the neces- 
sary pipes and compressed air-engines for working a couple of ma- 
chines. The latter, however, did not answer, and they were aban- 
doned, Since that time colliery owners in that district—with one 
or two exceptions—have shown an indisposition to make any fur- 
ther trials, although several new machines have since been brought 
out. In other parts of the kingdom, also, no very ardent desire has 
been shown to facilitate the introduction of coal-getting machinery, 
although in a few isolated cases machines have been put down, are 
working well, and their value fully demonstrated. 

At the present time it may be svid that a great deal of attention 
is being directed to sinking to greater depths for coal than has yet 
been attempted, and we know that there are persons now in treaty 
for the minerals in a field comprising several thousands of acres in 
Yorkshire for opening out the Silkstone seam below the Barnsley, 
or “ top hards,” the distance from one hed to the other being about 
380 yards. Asa matter of fact, the deeper they sunk their shafts 
the more ventilation would be required, and it was not saying too 
much in stating, from actuat results realised, that the machines 
worked by compressed air would be found highly beneficial, as the 
air evolved from them would materially aid the ventilation and keep 
the working faces very cool. Unlike the ordinary air that traversed 
the entire extent of a colliery, and so became warm and impure, 
that from a machine, coming direct from the top, would be pure and 
uncontaminated, and being discharged at the face of the coal would 
render the atmosphere deliciously cool and refreshing to the work- 
men, That in itself would be a great advantage in an ordinary 
mine, but doubly so in a very deep one. Of the other advantages 
derived from the adoption of coal-cutting machines, such as the great 
saving effected by a much less quantity of slack being made than 
by hand, the doing away altogether with the fatalities incident to 
holing by hand, and the getting of a larger quantity of e»al with 
the same length of face opened, we have in previous notices alluded to. 
Of the machines as at present known there may probably be a 
dozen, differing one from the other, and which have been teste 
more or less. Foremost amongst them, and as holding the premier 
position, must be placed the well-known pick machine of the Messrs. 
Frrtu, of Leeds, who have spent many thousand of pounds in bring- 
ing it to its present state. It has undergone several alterations and 
improvements during the last year or two, and has been adopted re- 
cently at the Wooley Colliery, near Wakefield, the manager of which 
speaks of it in the highest terms. In comparison with other ma- 
chines it has the great advantage of having been continuously at 
work for several years at the Tingley pits of the West Ardsley Coal 
and Iron Company, near Leeds. When we saw it at work it cut the 
coal very clean, and in one instance holed a length of 56 ft. in 25 
minutes. So satisfied, hawever, have been the directors of the com- 
pany alluded to of the value of the machines that there are no less than 
eight in operation daily in the pits, working three seams of coal in 
a highly satisfactory manner, and effecting a very considerable sav- 
ing in comparison with what would have to be paid for hand eut-

Mr. PoWELL visited the harbour of Louisburg, and he fully coin. 
cides in the high character which has been given to it at all times, 
It is perfectly sheltered, not diflicult of access, and except in the 
most severe springs it is free from ice at the entrance. The bottom 
of the harbour is frozen over in winter, but this is not where large 
vessels would lie; and, as there is deep water along the shore, a pier 
can be thrown out ata moderate expense. Her Majesty’sship Niobe 
has been ordered to Louisburg to assist the company’s engineer jn 
sounding and making any survey afloat which he may require, and 
also in selecting the most eligible spot fora pier. Mr. Powr.ihad 
an interview previous to his leaving Halifax with Sir Lamsroy 
LORRAINE, the captain of the Niobe, and that gallant officer is pre- 
pared to co-operate cordially with the agents of the company. The 
directors of the New Glasgow and Cape Breton Company are fully 
alive to the advantages of connecting Louisburg with the main ling 
to Sydney; but during Mr. POWELW’s visit to Cape Breton he saw 
there additional inducements which his colleagues were, perhaps, 
not aware of. Every captain of a sailing ship to whom Mr. Powerit 
spoke appeared to have the greatest dislike to going round Cape 
Scateri; not only is the wind frequently foul before or after they 
have rounded the point, but the current is so strong as often to pre- 
vent their beating up, and days are lost in attempting it. Mr, 
PowELt thinks that much of tlie Nova Scotian coal trade will still 
be carried on in sailing vessels, and those ships looking for freights, 
or going to purchase on their own account, will just hit Louisburg, 
All these details are very interesting and important. If once Nova 
Scotian coal can be brought regularly, cheaply, and rapidly to Nova 
Scotian ports it will make its way in markets in which it now plays 
but a secondary part. In spite of every opstacle, Nova Scotian coal 
has already acquired a footing upon the Boston (U.S.) market, where 
it is being rather largely purchased for gas manufacturing purposes. 
It will probably gradually be introduced in steamships frequenting 
North American waters; and, as the colonisation an‘l settlement of 
Nova Scotia proceeds, it can scarcely fail to be of material utility to 
Nova Scotia itself. Altogether, there appears to be an important

nal, We understand, however, that Mr. Hurp has recently made 
several important improvementsin his machine, and that it will be 
again heard of before long. Another machine has recently been 
brought out by the Messrs. Barrp, of Gartsherrie, particulars of 
which appears in the Supplement to the Mining Journal of June 22. 
It appears to be similar in construction to that of Messrs. Firntu and 
ILuRD, consisting of a series of cutters in a horizontal jib. 

Messrs. GILLOTT and CopLry have also recently brought out a 
rotatory machine, the cutters being fixed toa wheel. ‘Ithas been tried 
atthe Wharncliffe Silkstone Colliery, where it did good work, and 
was exhibited at the reeent show of the Agricultural Society of 
England, at Cardiff. Messrs. WINSTANLEY and BARKER have also 
a machine that has been worked at some of the collieries in Lan- 
cashire. There will, however, be ample opportunity for fully testing 
the value of the machines enumerated, as well as any others, either 
at work or in course of construction, through the munificence of 
Mr. W. Firntu, His prize of 500. for the best machine—free from 
all conditions as to price, sale, or royalty—cannot fail to attract the 
notice of all those interested in the mining industry of the kingdom, 
and in the safety of the working miner, The result of the compe- 
tition is now being looked forward to with no ordinary interest, as 
it cannot fail to mark a new era in the history of machinery solely 
invented for cutting coal. We also hope that the suggestion we made

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 
Aug. 1.—The demand for Coals and Coke continues great, and the 


great rise in the price of fuel of all kinds has stimulated enterprise 
to a great extent, and many new worksand extensions of old works 
have been projected, but these new enterprises cannot be pushed 
forward very fast, owing to the great want of men of all kinds, and 
any number of good coal or stone miners can get employment in 
this district. Mr. Hedley, owner of South Moor and other collieries 
in Western Durham, has a very large royalty, and he is about to 
open out two more pits for coal work there. A new shaft is being 
sunk near Swalwell by Mr. Bagnall, of Winlaton, when it is ex- 
pected that the Brockwell—a good coking coal—and other good 
seams will be found. The Norwood Colliery, near Gateshead, is 
about to be re-opened, after having been closed for some years. There 
are several seams here, both of house and coking coal, lying at a 
moderate depth. It is understood also that a coal company has 
leased the Redheugh Estate, on the east side of Norwood, and that 
two new shafts are to be sunk there shortly. The top seams, in- 
cluding the Hutton seam, are mostly worked, but the lower seams, 
that is the Brockwell and Beaumont seams, and others, are expected 
to be entire. At Wardley new winning a large quantity of coal is 
got out of the Bensham seam, and a considerable quantity is also 
got out of the famous Hutton seam, which is a most excellent gas 
coal. It is expected that important progress will be made shortly in running the 
water from the Wallsend pits. Should the present demand for coals continue until 
his important operation is effected the appearance of the original Wallsend coals 
from the High Main seam may be expected to create a sensation. A large engine 
is to be erected at the Ellesmere pit, Hetton Colliery, for the purpose of compress- 
ing air, to be conveye1 underground, and afterwards to be used in the mine for 
working hauling-engines, coal-cutting, &c. We will give some particulars respect- 
ing the progress of coal-cutting machines in this district shortly. 

Mr. Hugh Taylor, of Chipchase Castle, President of the Coal Trade 
Association, presided over the annual meeting of the Northern Union 
of Mechanics’ Institute, Blyth, on Wednesday, and spoke of the state 
tof the coal trade, and the probable duration of the coal fields. He 
attributed the present extraorlinary state of matters mainly to the 
reduced output consequent upon the reduced hours of labour. He es- 
timated the production at fifteen or sixteen million tons below the 
actual demand, and as the miners were now disposed to work fewer 
hours instead of earning more wages, it seemed likely that the value 
of coal would be permanently greater. The steam-coal field of Nor- 
thumberland was calculated to contain 1475 million tons, besides 400 
millions within reach below the sea; and as the output in that dis- 
trict would not exceed five million tons perannum, the supply would 
probably last 400 years; or, should the production be doubled, the 
supply would last 200 years.

CoaL IN SUTHERLANDSHIRE,.—In the midst of the present coal 
famine it is interesting to watch the progress of remedial measures from which we 
may expect in due course some relief. The chivalry ofa few geologists, who, with- 
out any idea of profit, are now at their own expense going to prove whether coal 
exists under the whole of Kent, the Channel, and on till it joins the Belgian coal- 
fields, has already been noticed. Not less interesting and more certain are the steps 
being taken in Sutherlandshire to develope the coal which has long been known to 
exist there. The Duke of Sutherland, after perfecting at his own risk and cost the 
railway which bears his name, is now devoting his energy to the working of the 
coal measures which since the days of Queen Elizabeth have been known to exist, 
and which up to 1827 were regularly worked, 70,000 tons having been extracted in 
a few years at that period. Recent examination of the Brora district, where the 
shafts now exist, has led experienced geologists to the conclusion that a huge unde- 
veloped coal basin exists there, larger than any existing in this country, Com- 
mencing at Helmsdale, the run of this basin extends parallel with the coast in the 
direction of Inverness, and the seams have a gentle dip seaward, On the opposite 
side of the Moray Frith, north of Elgin, the same stratifications underlie and over- 
lie the coal at Brora again appear, and there are good grounds for expecting that 
coal will be found there when looked for. The importance of all this to the North 
of Scotland cannot be well over-estimated. The whole district is as full o° mineral 
resources of iron and lead as Wales, but hitherto they have lain dormant for the want 
of physical force, railways, and steam-power. The seam now known to exist is 
only 300 feet down, and not of good steaming quality, but there will no doubt be other 
seams found lower down; and coal, whether good or bad, means force, progress, 
and prosperity. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Aug. 1.—A crisis seems to be fast approaching in the coal and iron 
trades of South Staffordshire. On Saturday next the notice expires 
which Earl Dudley has received from his workpeople as to the defi- 
nition of the term “eight hours.” The colliers understand the re- 
duced “day” to include the time necessary for descending and 
ascending the shaft, but the Earl,in common with the other masters, 
regards the term as meaning eight hours of actual work in the mine. 
Judging by the determined attitude shown on both sides, it would 
appear that either a strike or a lock-out is imminent at the Karl's 
colleries. When it is remembered that Earl Dudley employs over 
8000 miners, has more than 200 shafts in operation, and raises nearly 
3,000,009 tons of coal, ironstone, and limestone per year, it will be 
seen that such a calamity would be of almost national importance. 
In the Cannock Chase district the principal employers (with the 
exception of Earl Shrewsbury) have signified to their colliers their 
determination to make no further concessions. On the Wolver- 
hampton side of the district a compromise is likely to be effected, 
although a sharp passage of arms took place yesterday between the 
coalmasters and their workpeople.

His lordship remarked that in other coal fields with which he was 
familiar such a plan was adopted, and cases of over-winding were 
extremely rare. An apparatus such as the judge describes was 
some yéars ago invented and tried in South Staffordshire by Mr. 8. 
Bailey, F.G:S., but objections to it were raised by the miners them- 
selves, who thoughtits use might tend to reduce the care and watchful- 
ness of the engineer, and also that the apparatus might possibly be 
out of order just at the moment when it happened to be wanted. 
Certainly it is of the utmost importance to keep colliery engineers 
constantly alive toa sense of their responsibility. Without this no 
mechanical contrivance can ensure immunity from accident in the 
working of the mine. In speaking of the large number of accidents in 
the Staffordshire coal field, his lordship probably did not consider 
that the number of shafts in that district is very much greater in 
proportion to the area worked than in any other mining centre in 
the kingdom. 

The Hardware makers in the Black Country, although receiving 
somewhat fewer orders during the past fortnight, are all busy, 
having sufficient specifications upon their books to occupy them for 
some weeks to come.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSTIRE, 

Aug. 1.—There appears to be very little change in the state of the 
Iron Trade in Derbyshire since last noticed. The demand for pig is 
particularly active, as it has been for a long time past, whilst every 
description of manufactured iron is in brisk request. The mills 
in the neighbourhood of Derby, and those at Codnor and Butterley, 
are all fully employed. The foundries are also doing well, especially 
in gis, Water, and steam pipes, and general castings. The works at Dronfield, of 
the Messrs. Lucas, are busy, especially in malleable castings, such as flyers and 
material for small machinery. 
although ata few plices there has been same interruption, owing to the accumula 
tion of water. The demand for London has been very good for the season, although 
as an increase inthe price has been mede from to-day it may be expected that 
consumers will buy sparingly, as the rate can scarcely be advanced much higher. 
A large tonnage continues to be forwarded from Clay Cross, the company at which 
has just advanced their co'liers’ wages fully 10 per cent.

REPORT FROM SHROPSHIRE. 
| Vistr or THE SEVERN VALLEY Fieip Ciun To the LILLESHALL 
| Ironworks.—The members of this club having, through their ex- 
| cellent secretary (the Rey. R. H. Cobboll), made arrangements with 
| Mr. T, Horton for a visit to a portion of the mines and works of the 
Lilleshall Company, the meeting took place last Thursday. The 
| weather was very unpromising in the morning, but agoodly number 
| of members, nevertheless, mustered on the oceasion; and as all elected 
to descend the Woodhouse shaft with Mr. Horton and Mr. Jones, the 
order of the programme was to some extent departed from. Both 
ladies and gentlemen were provided with flannel suits at Granville Lodge; and 
thus dressed, we may say metamorphosed, they marched in procession in their 
flannel suits, the ladies, whom we fancy few of their friends would have recognised, 
leading the way to the Woodhouse Pits, where they descended the shaft, and pro- 
ceeded to inspect the workings, under the able conductorship of Mr. Jones, who 
pointed ont features of interest. Of course, many questions were asked and an- 
swered relative to matters connected with the mine and its working ; and the pre- 
sence of so many strangers created no little interest among the miners themselves.

| most useful in Ireland, not so much because it passes through the richest portion 
|} of the South, as that it connects with the Irish railway s\ stem the almost (to 
| strangers) unknown coal fields of Balling wry, where the late patriot, Smith O’Brien, 
| found refuge in 1848, the produce of which sells at the pit’s mouth for 20s., and 
even 25s, a ton, from which it is carted to enormous distances, until eventually the 
cost to the public occasionally, as was given in evidence before parliamentary tri 
bunals, reaches the comparative ly enormous price of 58s. per ton (in consequence 
of the cost of the cartage) for steam and manufacturing purposes. Such is the line 
of railway, the works on which are now being recommenced after a suspension of 
about six years, and the enormous increase in the value of coal in this eountry ean- 
not fail to act as a spur to the company in not la ging in the completion of their 
undertaking. Mr. Kernaghan, the solicitor of the ompany, as wellas Mr. Michael 
Retagh and Mr. Douglas Fox, for the engineers, have received instructions not to 
lose a moment in taking all the steps necessary to put the contractor in immediate 
possession of all the land he requires. The works will now be recommenced at 
each end, north and south simultaneously : but it is understood that the line wil 
now be worked by the Waterford and Limerick Company in connection with the 
Great Western of England, instead of by the Great Western, as originally intended, 
by which means the traffic of nearly the whole of the vast county of 1 ipperary, and 
portions of Limerick, Cork, and Kilkenny, will be drawn south, and for England 
tind an exit at Waterford instead of being taken north ria Dublin. Upon the com- 
pletion of this line the distance between central Ireland, Dublin, and Clonmel, and 
the district of which the latter is the centre, will be reduced by 
or 50 miles on the double journey, which is a matter of very great importance for 
that large district of so rich a portion of the South. But putting aside the saving

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SOMERSETSHIRE AND GLOUCESTERSHIRE COAT, FIELD 

With coal rising to a famine price it is reasonable to enquire 
whether the nation is making the most of its existing resources mM 
the matter of fuel. On this point there is a very striking passace 
in one of the reportgof the Royal Commission on Coal. The Somer 
setshire and Gloucestershire coal field was made the subject of ine 
vestigation by Mr. Prestwich, and the results at which this eminent 
geologist arrived are those to which we now refer. Mr, Prestwich 
found that the exposed area of the coal field in question was on'y 
30,580 acres, the rest being covered by newer formations, rendering 
it somewhat difficult to discover how far the coal extended. Neyer 
theless, by the observance of proper geological rules, it was found 
practicable to ascertain the actual extent of the basin within very 
moderate limits of error. In this way the Commissioners were led 
to believe that besides the 24,111 acres already worked under the 
newer formations, there wasa further portion of 98,089 acres hitherto 
unworked, thus bringing up the total of the exposed and covered 
areas to 152,780 acres, exclusive of some small outlying basins, the 
existence of which was known, but the extent and depth of which 
remained unproved, But the horizontal extent of the Somersetshira 
anc Gloucestershire coal field is of less significance than its depth. 
| It is something to know that while only 14 square miles are exposed 
the real extent is 258 square miles; but itis something mcreto learn 
that the depth of the coal measures in the central districts is not less 
than from 7000 to 8000 feet. The quantity of coal that has been 
wrought in this coal field amounts to 114,024,785 tons. With the 
exception of 27,000 tons, all this has been wrought at a depth not 
exceeding 1500 feet. The 27,0G0 tons were obtained at a depth not 
quite so great as 2000 feet. With respect to the quantity unwrought, 
after making all allowance for waste and other contingencies, there 
remains available for future supplies, at a depth not exceeding 
1500 feet, a quantity of coal equal to 1,718,791,280 tons. If we go 
down 3000 feet we get a further quantity of 1,519,997,981 tons. If 
we go down to 6000 feet we augment the quantity by the enormous 
amount of 2,227,531,577 tons. Or if we limit-the depth to 4000 ft, 
in accordance with the general views of the Commissioners with re- 
gard to a practicable depth of working, we find that the total of the 
unwrought coal in this areais4,218,970,762 tons. The quantity seems 
almost incredible when we consider that it is equal to 4 ewt. of coal 
on eyery lineal yard of the space intervening between the earth and 
the sun, The total available coal for the United Kingdom, as esti- 
mated by the Royal Commissioners, would give nearly 1 ton per 
yard over this amazing distance. 

Reverting to the report of Mr. Prestwich, we find that the present 
annual quantity of coal wrought in the Somersetshire and Gloucester- 
shire coal field is 1,000,000 tons, or less. Taking it at this figure, 
there isenough coal within adepth of 1500 feet to last for 1719 years. 
If we go down to 3000 feet, we gain 1520 years more, and if we go 
on to 6000 feet we prolong the period by 2227 years. The total quan- 
tity, down to a depth of £000 feet, is equal to a supply at the present 
rate for 4219 years. Of course the consumption is increasing, but 
there is evidently a wide scope for its growth. A four-fold consump- 
tion, at the workable depth of 4000 feet, would find a supply for 
more than a thousand years. But with so enormous astore to draw 
upon, as appears in this and other instances, how is it that we are 
so pinched at the present time? It must be that we are producing 
less coal than the market requires. Granting that coal has to be won 
from greater depths than heretofore, we see that the particular coal 
field now under review is capable of rendering an immense supply 
at the easy depth of 1500 feet. Neither is there any great difficulty 
to be apprehended in the second zone, ranging from 1500 to 3000 ft. 
Coal is in several instances worked at a depth of between 2000 and 
3000 feet in Belgium. One pit in that country was carried down to 
a depth of 5412 feet, but the supplementary shaft carried to this 
depth was abandoned, simply because no coal was obtained by it. 





| Mr. Prestwich believes that when the time of need arrives we shall 


be able to work the zone which lies between the depths of 3000 and 
6000 feet, where the Somersetshire and Gloucestershire coal field is 
richest. The extension of the works in this coal field, Mr. Prestwich 
remarks, “is a question of cost and competitive supply, which may, 
for the present, prevent any rapid progress.” But, adds this gentle- 
man, “of the great quantity of coal yet unwrought, whether for local 
or even more distant supply, there can be no doubt.” Since Mr 


| Prestwich drew up his report the rise in the price of coal has been 


such as to warrant a much more extended application of capital and 
labour in order to raise the necessary supplies. Greater significance 
is thus given to the words in which Mr. Prestwich concludes his re- 
port, saying, in reference to his estimate, “This cannot be considered 
otherwise than as a satisfactory result of an enquiry into a coal field
